Reverse Stocking Stitch (rev st st) 

Row 1 (RS): Purl. 

Row2(WS): Knit. 

Rep these 2 rows for patt. 

Diamond Quilt Pattern 

(multiple of 6 sts -1-2) 

Note: All sts are slipped p-wise, with yarn in back on 
RS rows and yarn in front on WS rows. 

Row 1 (WS): PI , *yo, p5, yo, pi ; rep from * to last st, 
pi. 

Row 2 (RS): K1,*sl1,dropyo off needle, k4, si 1, drop 
yo; rep from * to last st, k1 . 

Row 3: PI, *sl1, p4, sll; rep from * to last st, pi . 

Row 4: K1 , *sl 1 , k4, si 1 ; rep from * to last st, k1 . 

Row 5: As Row 3. 

Row 6: K1 , *drop next st to front of work, k2, pick 
up dropped st and knit, sl2, drop next st to front 
of work, si same 2 sts back to LH needle, pick up 
dropped st and knit, k2; rep from * to last st, k1 . 

Row 7: PI , *p2, (yo, pi ) twice, p2; rep from * to 
last st, pi. 

Row 8: K1 , *k2, (si 1 , drop yo) twice, k2; rep from * 
to last st, k1 . 

Row 9: PI , *p2, sl2, p2; rep from * to last st, pi . 

Row 1 0: K1 , *k2, sl2, k2; rep from * to last st, k1 . 

Row 1 1 : As Row 9. 

Row 1 2: K1 , *sl2, drop next st to front of work, si 
same 2 sts back to LH needle, pick up dropped st 
and knit; k2, drop next st to front of work, k2, pick 
up dropped st and knit, rep from * to last st, k1 . 

One-Row Buttonhole 

S1 1 st and bring yarn to front of work. *S1 1 st, si 
2nd st on RH ndl over 1 st. Rep from * 3 times more 
(4 sts cast off). SI rem st on RH back to left needle. 

Turn work. On WS, cast on 5 sts on to LH ndl using 
cable cast on. Turn work. With yarn in back, si first st 
from LH ndl to RH ndl p-wise, pass 2nd st on RH ndl 
over 1 st st. 

PATTERN NOTES 

Cardigan is knit traditionally in pieces and seamed. 

Knit first and last st of every row for selvedge. 

BACK 

Hem 

With larger needles, cast on 1 1 0 (1 1 8: 1 26: 

1 34: 1 42: 1 50: 1 58: 1 68) sts. Maintaining 
selvedge sts (see Pattern Notes) throughout and 
starting with a RS row, work in rev st st for 4 rows. 

Work in st st for 3.75cm/1 V 2 in, ending after a 
WS row. 

Wo r k i n rev st st fo r 4 rows. S 
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BODY 

Set-up row (RS): K37 (39: 42: 45: 47: 50: 53: 56) sts, pm, 
k36 (40: 42: 44: 48: 50: 52: 56) sts, pm, k37 (39: 42: 45: 
47: 50: 53: 56) sts. 

Work 1 5 (1 7: 1 7: 1 7: 1 7: 1 9: 1 9: 1 9) rows in st st, ending 
after a WS row. 

Cont in st st, working shaping as foil: 

Dec row (RS): Work to 2 sts before first marker, ssk, sm, 
work to second marker, sm, k2tog, work to end. 

Rep Dec Row every 1 6 (1 8: 1 8: 1 8: 1 8: 20: 20: 20) rows 
8 (7: 7: 7: 7: 7: 7: 8) times more. 92 (1 02: 1 1 0: 1 1 8: 1 26: 
134:142:150) sts rem. 

Work even for 6.5cm/2y2in, ending after a WS row and 
removing markers. 

Armhole shaping 

Next row (RS): Cast off 4 (5: 5: 5: 5: 5: 5: 5) sts, purl to 
end of row. 

Next row (WS): Cast off 4 (5: 5: 5: 5: 5: 5: 5) sts, knit to 
end of row. 

Return to st st and cont armhole shaping as foil: 

Cast off 5 sts at beg of next 0 (2: 0: 0: 0: 4: 2: 2) rows 
Cast off 4 sts at beg of next 0 (0: 2: 4: 4: 2: 4: 4) rows. 
Cast off 3 sts at beg of next 2 (2: 2: 2: 4: 2: 2: 4) rows. 
Cast off 2 sts at beg of next 4 (2: 4: 2: 2: 2: 4: 2) rows 
Cast off 1 st at beg of next 2 rows. 

ATTHE SAME TIME, working even if necessary and 
beginning on the 1 3th row (RS) after beg armhole, 
work 2 rows in rev st st. On foil RS row, change to 
smaller needles and inc 8 (1 2: 1 2: 8: 1 2: 1 0: 1 0: 1 0) sts 
evenly across, then work 2 rows more in st st, ending 
after a RS row. All shaping is now complete for all sizes 
and 76 (82: 88: 88: 94: 94: 1 00: 1 06) sts rem. 

Begin Quilted Diamond Pattern 

Row 1 (WS): K1 (selvedge st), work Row 1 of Quilted 
Diamond Pattern to last st, k1 (selvedge st). 
Maintaining 2 sts on either end in selvedge patt as est, 
work even in Quilted Diamond Pattern until armhole 
measures 1 8 (1 9: 1 9: 20.5: 21 .5: 21 .5: 23: 24)cm or 7 
(7V2: 7V2: 8: 8V2: 8V2: 9: 9V2)in, ending after any WS row 
except Rows 1 or 7. 

Neck shaping 

Maintaining patt, work 25 (26: 27: 28: 29: 30: 31 : 33) sts, 
cast off centre 26 (30: 34: 32: 36: 34: 38: 40) sts, work 25 
(26: 27: 28: 29: 30: 31 : 33) sts and cont to shape neck 
as foil: 

Note: Right and Left neck are worked at the same time; 
instructions for each neck are separated by a semi- 
colon (;). 

Next row (WS): Patt to left neck edge; attach new ball 
of yarn to right neck and cast off 3 sts, patt to end. 

Next row: Patt to right neck edge; cast off 3 sts, patt 
to end. 

Next row: Patt to neck edge; cast off 2 sts, patt to end. 
Rep last row 3 times more, then work 1 WS row even in 
patt. Cast off rem 1 8 (1 9: 20: 21 : 22: 23: 24: 26) sts each 
side of neck. 



LEFT FRONT 

Border 

With larger needles, cast on 52 (56: 60: 64: 68: 72: 76: 
80) sts. 

Maintaining selvedge sts throughout (see Pattern 
Notes) and starting with a RS row, work in rev st st for 
4 rows. 

Work in st st for 3.75cm/1 V2in, ending after a WS row. 
Work in rev st st for 4 rows. 

Body 

Set-up row (RS): K26 (28: 30: 32: 34: 36: 38: 40), pm, 
k26 (28: 30: 32: 34: 36: 38:40). 

Work 1 7 (1 7: 1 7: 1 7: 1 7: 1 9: 1 9: 25) rows in st st, ending 
after a WS row. 

Cont in st st, working shaping as foil: 

Dec row (RS): Work to 2 sts before first marker, ssk, sm, 
work to end. 

Rep dec row every 1 8 (1 8: 1 8: 1 8: 1 8: 20: 20: 22) rows 7 
times more. 44 (48: 52: 56: 60: 64: 68: 72) sts rem. 

Work even for 6.5cm/2y2in, ending after a WS row and 
removing markers. 

Armhole shaping 

Next row (RS): Cast off 4 (5: 5: 5: 5: 5: 5: 5) sts, purl to 
end of row. 

Next row (WS): Knit to end of row. 

Return to st st and cont armhole shaping as foil: 

Cast off 5 sts at beg of next 0 (1 : 0: 0: 0: 2: 1 : 1 ) RS 
row(s) 

Cast off 4 sts at beg of next 0 (0: 1 : 2: 2: 1 : 2: 2) RS 
row(s). 

Cast off 3 sts at beg of next 1 (1 : 1 : 1 : 2: 1 : 1 : 2) RS 
row(s). 

Cast off 2 sts at beg of next 2 (1 : 2: 1 : 1 : 1 : 2: 1 ) RS 
row(s). 

Cast off 1 st at beg of next RS row. 

ATTHE SAME TIME, working even rows if necessary 
and beginning on the 1 3th row (RS) after beg armhole, 
work 2 rows in rev st st. On foil RS row, change to 
smaller needles and inc 8 (8: 5: 9: 8: 7: 1 0: 7) sts evenly 
across, then work 2 rows more in st st. [40 (40: 40: 46: 
46: 46: 52: 52) sts rem]. 

Begin Quilted Diamond Pattern 

Row 1 (WS): K1 (selvedge st), work Row 1 of Quilted 
Diamond Pattern to last st, k1 (selvedge st). 
Maintaining 2 sts on either end in selvedge patt as est, 
work even in Quilted Diamond Pattern until armhole 
measures 1 8 (1 9: 1 9: 20.5: 21 .5: 21 .5: 23: 24)cm or 7 
(7y2: 7y2: 8: 8y2: 8y2: 9: 9y2)in, ending after a RS row. 

Neck shaping 

Cast off 7 (7: 7: 8: 8: 8: 9: 9) sts at beg of next WS row. 
Cast off 6 (6: 6: 7: 7: 7: 8: 8) sts at beg of foil WS row. 

Cast off 5 (4: 4: 5: 5: 4: 6: 5) sts at beg of foil WS row. 

Cast off 4 (4: 3: 5: 4: 4: 5: 4) sts at beg of foil WS row. 1 8 
(1 9: 20: 21 : 22: 23: 24: 26) sts rem. 

Work 1 RS row even in patt. 

Cast off all sts. 

RIGHT FRONT 

Work as for LEFT FRONT, reversing all shapings. 3 
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49.5 (49.5: 49.5: 49.5, 49.5: 49.5: 54.5: 54.5: 60.5)cm 
1 9V2 (1 91 / 2 : 1 91 / 2 : 1 91 / 2 : 1 91 / 2 : 211 / 2 : 211 / 2 : 23%)in

With tapestry needle, sew shoulder, sleeve and side 
seams. 

Buttonband 

With larger needle and beginning on RS at bottom 
of right front edge, pick up and knit 3 sts for every 4 
rows along the right front edge to the neck. 

Next row (WS): Work 3 sts in rev st st, work in st st 
to last 3 sts, work last 3 sts in rev st st. 

Work in est patt for 4cm/1 V 2 in, ending after a RS 
row. 

Work in rev st st for 4 rows. Cast off all sts. 

Buttonhole band 

Work as for buttonband across Left Front, picking 
up sts from top to bottom and ensuring that the 
same number of sts has been picked up as for 
buttonband, until buttonhole band measures 
2cm/%in, ending after a WS row. 

With removable stitch markers, mark placement 
of 3 buttonholes, the first one beginning 
approximately 1 .3 cm/y 2 in from top of neck and 
the last one beginning approximately 2.5 cm/1 in 
before bottom rev st st ridge of left front. 

Buttonhole row (RS): *Workto buttonhole marker, 
work One-Row Buttonhole. Rep from * two times 
more, patt to end. 

Next row (WS): Work 3 sts in rev st st, work in st st 
to last 3 sts, work rev st st to end. 

Work in est patt until buttonhole meas 4cm/1 V 2 in, 
ending after a RS row. 

Work in rev st st for 4 rows. Cast off all sts. 

Collar 

Note: Collar sts are picked up on the WS so that 
when the collar is turned back RS is facing. 



Cont in st st, inc 1 st each end every 1 4 rows 3 (3: 0: 3:

Work even until sleeve measures 48.5cm/19in or 
desired length, ending after a WS row. 

Cap shaping 

Cast off 5 sts at beg of next 0 (4: 2: 2: 2: 6: 4: 4) rows, 
cast off 4 sts at beg of next 2 (0: 2: 4: 4: 2: 4: 4) rows, 
cast off 3 sts at beg of next 2 (2: 2: 2: 4: 2: 2: 4) rows, 
cast off 2 sts at beg of next 4 (2: 4: 2: 2: 2: 4: 2) rows, 
then cast off 1 st at beg of next 2 rows. 42 (36: 36: 36: 
30: 32:38:42) sts rem. 

*Work 4 (1 0: 1 0: 1 0: 46: 46: 1 6: 1 2) rows even. 

Cast off 1 st at beg of next 2 rows. 

Rep from * 4 (2: 3: 1 : 0: 0: 2: 1 ) times more. 

*Work 6 (1 2: 0: 1 2: 0: 0: 0: 1 4) rows even. 

Cast off 1 st at beg of next 2 (2: 0: 2: 0: 0: 0: 2) rows. 
Rep from * 2 (0: 0: 1 : 0: 0: 0: 1 ) times more. 26 (28: 28: 
28: 28: 30: 32: 34) sts rem. 

Cast off 3 sts at beg of next 4 rows. 1 4 (1 6: 1 6: 1 6: 1 6: 
18: 20: 22) sts rem. 



With larger needles and WS facing, and starting 
3.75cm/1 V 2 in in from edge of buttonhole band on 
left front, pick up and knit 26 (25: 24: 29: 28: 27: 32: 
30) sts along left front neck edge, pick up and knit 
44 (48: 52: 50: 54: 52: 56: 58) sts along back neck 
edge, then pick up and knit 26 (25: 24: 29: 28: 27: 

32: 30) sts along right front neck edge. 96 (98: 1 00: 
108:110:106:120:118) sts. 

Work in st st for 5cm/2in, beginning and ending 
with a WS row. 

Next row (RS): (K1 , ssk) 3 times, knit to last 9 sts, 
(k2tog, k1) 3 times. 

Purl 1 row. 

Next row (RS): K1 , (ssk) 3 times, knit to last 7 sts, 
(k2tog) 3 times, k1. 

On next row, cast on 1 4 sts at beg of row, knit all sts 
to end of row, cast on 1 4 sts at end of row. Purl next 
row. Work in rev st st for 3 rows more. Cast off all sts. 
With tapestry needle, sew cast on sts at each end to 
inner edge of collar. 

FINISHING 

With tapestry needle, set in sleeves. 

Sew buttons in place. 

Block gently to measurements.

Steam Up at 
Coldharbour Mill 



See the yarn you knit with being created before 
your eyes at vintage miii’s open day 



If you're near Uffculme, Devon 
at the end of October, be sure to 
visit Coldharbour Mill for the next 
'Steam Up', an event which has 
become a regular attraction. Built 
in 1 799, Coldharbour Mill used to 
spin worsted yarn until its closure in 
1 981 . A year later, the Mill reopened 
as a Working Wool Museum after 
the local community formed a 
trust to buy the site. Since then the 
machines have been kept working 
to demonstrate the spinning and 



weaving processes. The water wheel 
was restored in 2004 and the Mill's 
steam engine was in use until 1 981 
and has been lovingly maintained by 
the Steam Team. These examples of 
Victorian engineering may be seen 
working at the 'Steam Ups' that occur 
throughout the year, the next one 
being Sunday 28 October.

Block pieces to measurements and sew side and 
shoulder seams.

Knitting sticl 
and storytellin 

Going behind the scenes of the Bronte 
Parsonage Museum, The Knitting Genie 
discovers crafty treasure in the form of 
knitting sticks which were most probably 
held in the same hands that wrote some of 
our finest literature... 



F or the past few years, I have been 

privileged to be let loose amongst the 
collections of knitted items and knitting 
paraphernalia of a number of museums. 
Nothing I have seen was quite so exciting 
to me, as the items I saw recently at the 
Bronte Parsonage Museum, West Yorkshire. 

I grew up about thirty miles away and for two 
years, aged 14-16, lived, ate and breathed Wuthering 
Heights when it was my O Level English set text. 
During that time, I became fascinated by the 
Brontes. Jane Eyre is the first novel I remembered 
reading, cover to cover, aged eight. By the time I sat 
that O Level, I had read every Bronte novel, and just 
about every book in print at that time, about the 
Bronte family. 

I was especially enthralled by Daphne du 
Maurier's The Infernal World ofBranwell Bronte, and 
Winifred Gerin's biographies of Charlotte, Emily, 
Anne and Branwell. One figure in the story intrigued 
me, in particular, as she remained in the shadows. 
The Brontes' mother, Maria. She died when the 
children ranged between one to seven years of 
age and having grown up motherless myself, I 
understood what that meant to the four children .. 
she left behind. 

FAMILY TREASURES 

Almost everything the family owned - from 
Charlotte's going away dress to the contents of 
the women's work-baskets - has been lovingly 
preserved and kept. Searching the Bronte 
Parsonage Museum's collection catalogue (www. 
Bronte.org.uk) I spotted several knitting sticks. I 
knew I had to see these in person. 

The most interesting stick in the collection, is 
the one that looks superficially, the least exciting, 
numbered H201:2. It is a simple stick of a coarse 
grained wood, like oak, that is 16.5cm long and has 
a comparatively deep hole for the knitting needle, 
which is 6cm deep. 'Interesting' because 3

the 
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it is marked 'M.B' which may stand for 'Maria Bronte' 
or 'Maria Branwell' (Mrs Bronte's maiden name). 
Sadly, as her initial didn't change on marriage, 
that detail was no help with dating it, but I'd put it 
around 1800, looking hand turned, not machined. 

Its provenance could be Penzance or Keighley - 
impossible to tell, but I'd lean towards it being from 
Maria's native Cornwall, as the Yorkshire sticks, even 
'primitive' homemade ones, tended towards the 
elaborate in design. Carved sticks - often initialled 
and/or dated - were sometimes a lover's token. 

It might also have been made by a brother or 
friend. We have no idea if Patrick (Maria's husband) 
whittled this stick - but it is possible. We should 
also bear in mind 'M.B' could refer to Maria's eldest 
daughter, another Maria, model for the virtuous but 
fated Helen Burns \n Jane Eyre. 

This stick is also interesting because it is so 
simple. Compared to most sticks in collections, it is 
almost unusually plain. No doubt it only survived as 
Patrick and the children would have treasured it, as 
somethingsso personal to Maria and was possibly in 
daily use. 

CORNISH ROOTS 

Maria Branwell was born in 1785, the eighth of 11 
children; daughter of grocer, property owner and 
tea-merchant Thomas Branwell of Chapel Street, 
Penzance, and Anne Came a silversmith's daughter. 
Branwell family names were to be recycled for the 
entire brood of Bronte children; Maria, Elizabeth and 
Charlotte being the three Branwell sisters' names, 
and later the three Bronte sisters'. Penzance was 
a small but busy port with bonded warehouses 
and custom houses, concert and Assembly Rooms, 
bustling and lively. In Maria's childhood, knitting 
would not yet be 'the thing' for wealthy and 
middle class women; but the Branwells and Carnes 
were pragmatic Methodists; the young Maria and 
Elizabeth may well have heard Wesley preach in the 
1780s when he was in Penzance. 

Later in life, Charlotte's friend Mary Taylor 
mentioned Elizabeth Branwell's gruelling charity 
sewing, and challenged her about it. Elizabeth 
Branwell said she, "made her nieces sew, with 
purpose or without... it was not for the good of the 
recipients, but of the sewers. 'It was proper for them 
to do it'." [Gaskell, 577]. Knitting was not mentioned, 
but we can infer it went on in the Parsonage (the 
Bronte's home), from the knitting sticks in the 
collection at the Parsonage Museum, and the two 
knitting needles from a "work-basket belonging to 
one of the Bronte sisters." The needles I examined 
had fine gauges, around 1mm, and one had a slight 
curve, which would suggest it was used with a 
knitting stick.

Middle class girls like Maria Branwell, in the 
1790s would have spent their knitting time making 
stockings - with a cast on of around 150 stitches on 
1mm or finer needles. I have found mentions of the 
Retreat Lunatics' Asylum in York (at the same dates 
the Brontes were living) buying in 'patent knitting 
needles' at 3d, for the patients to knit stockings. The 
Parsonage Museum needles have a slight sheen to 
them, the colour of oil on water, and it occurred to 
me these might be also be 'patent' needles. The fact 
the faintly curved needle came from a work basket 
belonging to one of Maria's daughters, suggests 
thatThe Bronte sisters knitted the old Cornish way, 
like their mother, using a knitting stick. Patrick's own 
family in Ireland may well have knitted and passed 
the skill, too. 

Knitting sticks aided speed, and also helped 
make knitting portable. It would be wrong to 
assume that sticks were only used by production 
knitters and the working classes. Some very elegant 
sticks survive made of materials such as silver and 
ivory. In fact, Maria's silversmithing grandfather 
might well have made a few sticks in his time.

are tin, more than likely they belonged to Maria 
or Elizabeth Branwell. Although it is an intriguing 
thought that when the Bronte sisters sat down to 
knit, they may well have used any or all of the older 
generation's sticks - very likely given the bent 
knitting needle in one of the younger women's 
work-baskets. 

It is possible that when Maria - or later, Elizabeth 
- travelled to the West Riding, they had a knitting 
stick or two amongst their luggage. "From the 
softness of the Cornish climate and the comfortable, 
close-knit social world of Penzance, Maria travelled 
over 400 miles to the comparative austerity and 
friendlessness of a boys' boarding school in the 
heart of a depressed and restless industrial West 
Riding..." [Barker, 51]. 



LOST AT SEA 

Within weeks of her move to Woodhouse Grove, 
Maria had met Patrick Bronte, minister at Hartshead 

- then 35, at that time she was considered positively 
middle aged. Jane Austen's Persuasion (1817) 
describes a world where an unmarried woman of 
29 considered herself on the shelf. So the marriage 
would have been regarded as a 'late in life' one 

- as such, there was no real reason for a lengthy C 



Amongst the Parsonage knitting sticks are some 
more ornate ones H200 and H201; one made from 
a fine fruitwood, the other most likely oak. The first 
one's hole would take a needle of up to 5.5mm in 
gauge, and was 5.5cm deep; the second one had a 
pretty acorn turning, looked machine turned and 
had a shallower hole, only 2.5mm deep - ideal for 
smaller socks and stockings, and glove knitting. The 
relatively deep holes in three of the sticks suggest 
they may have been used with longer needles; 
anything between Sin and Min. The dates are too 
early for any type of pullover knitting; so stocking 
knitting would be the most likely activity with 
slightly longer needles. 



THE MOVE NORTH 

In 1790, Maria's aunt, Jane Branwell married John 
Fennell, headmaster at the Wesleyan Methodist 
School in Penzance. Maria's father, Thomas Branwell 
died in 1808, and she and sisters Charlotte and 
Elizabeth were each left an annual income of £50; 
brother Richard was left the property. However, 
in 1811, Richard also died, and this left the women 
in limbo. Charlotte Branwell soon married and 
Maria decided to go north and live with her aunt 
and uncle Fennell who were now running the new 
school for Methodist Ministers' Sons at Woodhouse 
Grove, in the West Riding of Yorkshire. At this point, 
it is not known where Elizabeth went. 

Amongst the more sedate 'drawing room' style 
wooden knitting sticks at the Parsonage Museum, 
are two tin heart-shaped sticks. It would be a 
mistake to think of 19th Century Penzance as just 
a tourist destination. Back then Cornwall was at 
the heart of some of the most intensive tin mining 
in the world. These heart-shaped sticks were not 
unknown in Yorkshire - one can just about be 
seen worn by the little girl in George Walker's 1814 
engraving of 'Hawes knitters', in the Dales. Most of 
the Yorkshire ones I have seen are brass, not tin. So 
it is entirely possible these two heart-shaped sticks 
travelled from Cornwall, with either Maria or, later, 
Elizabeth Branwell. 

Extant heart-shaped sticks are often of a fancier 
design, than the two preserved at Haworth. H210:2 
has seven tie holes punched through it and traces 
remain of a tabby weave tape, 16mm width, that 
once held it on to the knitter's belt. The hole depth 
of 5.5cm is consistent with the wooden sticks' holes. 
H210:1 is 11.5cm long, and the brass-necked hole 
has a depth of 6.5cm which would fit needles up to 
5mm diameter. It too has remains of a brown tabby 
weave tape tie, only 8mm wide. Both tin hearts are 
considerably more workaday style knitting sticks 
than the wooden ones. It is very likely they have 
an earlier 19th Century date; and given that they 
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The tin hearts and the simple 
wooden stick marked 'M.B' 
seem likely to have a Cornish 
provenance - they may have 
travelled up when Maria's 
sister, Elizabeth, came north 



had a degree of dependency on 
male relatives. Helping with the domestic side of 
the school at Woodhouse Grove, would strike the 
right balance for her. It is interesting that she took 
this more pro-active role than sisters Charlotte 
and Elizabeth. 



A SNAPSHOT OF LIFE 

Knitting sticks themselves weren't immune to 
accidents, however. There is another wooden stick 
in the collection, H.211, which appears to have some 
damage (possibly a small burn) half a centimetre 
from its base. If a stick fell from your belt when 
knitting by the light of the fire, it might get that kind 
of damage. 

That conjures up a lovely domestic scene, 
reminiscent of Emily's first diary note that reads like 
a Tweet from the kitchen: "Taby said just now Come 
Anne pilloputate [i.e. pill a potato] Aunt has come 
into the kitchen Just now and said where are your 
feet Anne. Anne answered On the floor Aunt papa 
opened the parlour door and gave Bran well a 
letter saying here Branwell read this and show 
it to your Aunt and Charlotte - The Gondals 
are discovering the interior ofGaaldine Sally 
Mosley is washing in the back kitchen." 
Maria's letters to Patrick survive, and they betray 
a lively, engaging, active mind; but still Maria 
evades us and remains a shadowy figure who has 
a Georgian kind of grace and wit, combining arch 
flirtation with piety. Writing to Patrick: "'I firmly 
believe the Almighty has set us apart for each other. . . 
may we, by earnest, frequent prayer, 

& every possible exertion, endeavour to fulfil his will in 
all things!'" [Barker, 55] 

Patrick Bronte was a remarkable man; unique 
in the 19th Century, even. His life had taken an 
amazing -trajectory, from birth in a two-roomed 
cottage in County Down, to becoming a sizar at 
St John's College, Cambridge, and eventually 
becoming ordained. 



courtship. Patrick proposed on a day-trip to Kirkstall 
Abbey and he and Maria were married within 
months of meeting on the 29 December, 1812. 

They married in a joint wedding ceremony with 
her cousin, Jane Fennell, who married a colleague 
of Patrick's, Dr William Morgan. The two ordained 
ministers tookturns to be bridegroom, and 
officiating minister. 

Just before their marriage in 1812, Maria had 
sent for her belongings to come, by ship, from 
Penzance. They represented the sum total of 
her life's possessions. Disaster struck. Maria wrote 
to Patrick: 

"I suppose you never expected to be much the 
richer for me but I am sorry to inform you that I am 
still poorer than I thought myself- I mentioned 
having sent for my books, clothes. On Saturday 
evg about the time when you were writing the 
description of your imaginary shipwreck, I was... 
feeling the effects of a real one, having then 
received a letter from my sister giving me an 
account of the vessel in which she had sent my 
box, being stranded on the coast of Devonshire, in 
consequence of which the box was dashed to pieces 
with the violence of the sea & all my little property, 
with the exception of a very few articles, swallowed 
up in the mighty deep..." [Barker, 55-6]. 

It is a poignant thought, that, if Maria's 'M.B' 
knitting stick is from her Penzance days, it must 
have been precious enough to have been with her, 
amongst the few possessions she'd been able to 
take up to Woodhouse Grove, or else it was amongst 
the "very few articles" salvaged from the wreck. 
Many Georgian women kept a huswife (a container 
for threads, needles, scissors) and knitting stick with 
them. One or more of the extant knitting sticks 
may, or may not, have been with Maria already, in 
Yorkshire. Certainly the tin hearts and the simple 
stick marked 'M.B' seem likely to have a Cornish 
provenance - but they may also have travelled up 
later, when Maria's sister, Elizabeth, came north. 

In 1812, the West Riding was in turmoil; Luddites 
had been hung at York, for breaking up 
textile machinery that was putting them 
out of work. Patrick Bronte was to carry a 
gun for the rest of his life, and occasionally 
- along with Emily, it is said - honed his skills 
with a bit of target practice. We shouldn't 
underestimate the enormity of Maria 
Branwell's move North, at the precise time 
the West Riding was at the epicentre of what 
looked like Revolution. Maria's annual legacy 
would have given her some independence, but 
like many unmarried women, she still would have

EXPANDING HOUSEHOLD 

From Hartshead, the Brontes moved 
to Thornton, near Bradford, in 1815. 

Maria's sister, Elizabeth, came to 
stay with her; a second daughter 
born that spring, named Elizabeth 
after her. In the six years spanning 
1814-1820, Maria gave birth to six 
children; Maria, Elizabeth, Charlotte, 

Branwell, Emily and Anne. The 
rigours of this took a toll on her 
health. The little family was not 
wealthy; Patrick's living was a small 
one, and Maria's annuity of £50 
possibly kept them afloat. No doubt, 

Elizabeth and Maria put their knitting 
sticks to good use, as there would 
have been endless baby stockings, caps 
and bed-covers to knit. Maria, who some 
biographers describe as a 'bluestocking', 
wrote, "The Advantages of Poverty in Religious 
Concerns," concluding that charity to the poor, their 
"instruction and conversion" should be the primary 
goal of the more privileged. We see echoes of sister 
Elizabeth's zealous charity-basket, here. 

Not long after the birth of Charlotte, Aunt 
Elizabeth returned to Penzance and her place was 
filled by the charity school girl, servant Nancy Garrs. 
Nancy came from the Bradford School of Industry 
which, like most Yorkshire charity schools at that 
date, concentrated on giving girls the skills to be 
servants. Knitting and sewing would have been 
on the curriculum. Charity school girls were each 
issued one huswif and one knitting stick per year, 
and they paid for breakages. In April 1820, the family 
moved to Haworth. By January, 1821, Maria was 
seriously ill, probably with uterine cancer. Elizabeth 
Branwell arrived from Cornwall, to take care of her 
sister and the six children and on 15 September, 

1821, Maria died. 

Left motherless, the Bronte girls would still have 
seen servants knitting in their down-time. (Nelly 
Dean brings along her sewing so her hands are busy 
whilst she narrates the goings-on at Wuthering 
Heights to Mr Lockwood). Living "a useful life" was a 
very Methodist concept, and Methodism continued 
to exert its influence in the Bronte children's lives, 
long after Maria was gone, via Aunt Branwell. 

Years later, Nancy Garrs remarked that in the 
final months of her life, Maria was deeply concerned 
with the fate of her children, but could only see them 
one at a time, or was overcome with grief. Patrick 
did the usual thing for a widowed man with young 
children, and after a respectable amount of time had

elapsed, proposed to three women in short 
succession. All three turned him down. 
Elizabeth Branwell had intended 
to step into the breach temporarily - 
fully intending to return to Penzance 
in due course. When it became clear 
Patrick wasn't going to find a new 
wife, 'Aunt Branwell' stayed, albeit 
reluctantly. If Maria's influence 
remained, it was a vicarious one, 
played out via her sister. Elizabeth 
Branwell was usually described by 
^ - people who knew her in later life as 
eccentric, clinging to the Regency 
fashions of her youth; her idea of the 
'education' of girls consisting of little 
more than the relentless charity sewing 
basket and "good works." Four years after 
Maria's death, her elder daughters Maria and 

Elizabeth died. 

Aunt Branwell's stern domestic influence was 
counterpointed by the constant presence in the small 
house of the Brontes' servants, Nancy and Sarah 
Garrs and later, Tabitha Ackroyd. Tabby's 
stock of local stories and tales of the supernatural 
bled into the women's writing; most especially 
Wuthering Heights where the farm's kitchen in 
its heyday reminds us of Emily's 1834 Diary Paper, 
from her kitchen, the heart of her home: ". . .Taby said 
on my putting a pen in her face Ya pitter pottering 
there instead of pilling a potate I answered O Dear, 

O Dear, O dear I will directly with that I get up, 
take a knife and begin pilling (finished) pilling the 
potatoes..." 

For Emily, in adult life, home was to become the 
only place she could function, and Tabby was at the 
heart of it. Of the surviving Bronte children, only 
Charlotte and Branwell had vague memories of their 
mother, so Maria's knitting stick, like memories of 
Tabby sitting knitting by the kitchen fire, may well 
have been a symbol of love, affection and that very 
19th Century icon: home. 

It's easy to imagine Tabby, of an evening, sitting 
in the kitchen with her knitting stick, working a 
stocking as she told the girls stories, like the elderly 
lady in Charlotte's juvenilia An Adventure In Ireland: 

". . .When we arrived at the castle I was shown into a 
large parlour, in which was an old lady sitting in an 
armchair by the fireside, knitting. On the rug lay a 
very pretty tortoise-shell cat..." 

Knitting is at the heart of domestic safety. 

Knitting is home.

Cut both strands of B and join 2 strands of C. Knit 1 0 
rnds; foot should measure about 1 5cm/6in from heel.

NETTLE 

While knitting with yarn spun 
from nettles may seem like 
a radical new idea, the 
fibres from this stinging 
plant have been used 
to make clothing for 
over 2,000 years. 

However, due to 
the shortage of 
other natural 
fibres such as 
cotton over recent 
years, textile 
technicians have 
been developing 
simpler ways to spin 
the fibres. 

Although nettles are 
a pain for most gardeners, 
their hollow fibres help create 
climate-friendly clothing, keeping 
you warm in the winter and cool in the 
summer. If you're into eco-knitting you'll love this 
yarn; there's no wastage on this plant, as the juice can 
be used to make a brilliant green dye, while the roots 
can be boiled for a yellow dye. 

Knitters love working with this fibre as it keeps its 
shape, and stretches less than any other fibres. With 
a texture similar to linen, nettle yarn is best suited to 
shawls, scarves and bags.

BANANA 
FIBRE 

Not only providing 
a good source 
of fibre for you 
body, bananas 
also offer a great 
fibre to knit with. 

This biodegradable 
yarn is extracted 
from the stems of the 
banana plant after the 
harvest; parts that were 
often burned. Production 
of banana fibre has brought 
employment and commerce 
to many poor areas of the world, 
especially Nepal where it is handspun. 

Banana is a great fibre to knit with and is often 
favoured by vegans due to its silk like properties. It 
has a lustrous, shiny quality to it and when knitted 
up, falls in beautiful soft drapes - perfect for floaty 
cardigans, bags and scarves. As with most natural 
fibres, we'd suggest that you work with this on 
bamboo tools too stop your stitches sliding off the 
needles and gently handwash. 



LINEN 




Linen has long been a fibre favoured by 
those in hot climates; evidence 
of linen production has been 
found in Egyptian burial 
chambers that date back 
almost three millennia. 

The fabric can absorb 
approximately 20% 
of its weight in 
moisture without 
it feeling damp, 
making it the 
ideal fibre to wear 
in hot weather. 

Coming from the 
flax plant, a crop 
that is sustainable 
and needs very few 
pesticides, linen is also 
biodegradable. 

With a low elasticity 
and non-allergenic properties, 
linen-based knitting yarns are

COTTON 

Cotton is probably one of the most popular natural 
fibres. Coming from the cotton plant which is grown 
extensively worldwide, its fibres are teased and spun 
to make a very durable yarn. Cotton yarns are not 
elastic, so if you tend to knit with a tight tension, 
your knitting will be quite dense. Also because there 
is no 'give' to cotton fabrics, those who rely on ribs 
for cuffs and hems will need to rethink 
how to work a pattern if shaping 
is created in this way - some 
knitters have been known 
to knit a fine elastic along 
with the yarn to create 
a close-fitting cuff. 

Cotton yarns 
are the perfect 
option if you're 
knitting drapey 
cardigans and 
tops, also this 
fibre is often the 
first choice for 
bag designs. There 
are three types of 
cotton plant: green 
and brown, or the 
most popular white 
one because this can very 
easily dyed to brilliant 
colour palletes.

SOY 

There are more to soya beans than sauce and tofu. 

The fibres that can be extracted from 

the soya bean are spun into a yarn 
that is lustrous and silky, while 
also being very strong and 
durable when worn. 
Fabrics made from 
soy fibre hold their 
shape, not shrinking 
or stretching and 
are very popular 
for their easy wash 
and quick dry 
properties. 

While soy 
fibre is a great 
sustainable source 
with crops growing 
all over the world, it's 
not a popular choice 
for clothing and yarn due 
to difficulties with dyeing it 
and colour fastness. This is why 
you'll probably usually only see soy 
blended with other less stable fibres.

BAMBOO 

It's hard to think that it's 
possible to make a soft 
pliable yarn from the 
same plant that 
produces the sturdy 
canes which support 
your runner beans 
in the garden. 

However the 
fibres that we gain 
from bamboo 
run through the 
middle of the 
plant and can be 
extracted either 
by crushing the 
stalks and combing 
the resulting pulp, or 
via a more complicated 
chemical process. 

Over recent years Bamboo 
has become an increasingly popular 
material for making fabrics and yarns. Not only is it 
strong, but it is also silky smooth with slight elasticity 
and has antibacterial properties. The fibres allow 
the body to breathe and because its lightweight, 
it's the perfect yarn for baby clothes while it drapes 
beautifully for floaty cardigans and shawls. 

When you first start to work with bamboo, you 'll 
notice that it may have a tendency to split. So start 
knitting slowly to get a feel for the yarn and work 
with blunt-ended needles to avoid further splits.

CORN FIBRE 

Corn seems an odd choice of plant to turn into a 
yarn. However, it's a very starchy plant that lends 
itself well to the knitting and fabric industry after 
being developed in the last decade. 
Unfortunately it's not the easiest 
fibre to make, which could 
account for it being an 
unpopular choice for yarn 
manufacturers. 

Those who have 
knit with this fibre 
enjoy its silky 
smoothness, and 
have commented 
that it is incredibly 
softto the touch. It 
has virtually all the 
same properties as 
cotton, and it quite 
resistant to stains. 

Corn fibre yarn drapes 
well and also holds 
it shape, it's also more 
resistant to creasing which 
is a good thing because it will 
melt if pressed with an iron.

TENCEL 

First manufactured in 1 987, Tencel is the product of 
dissolving wood pulp which has been 
bleached. Yes, that's right, you can 
even knit with wood, most 
notably the eucalyptus tree. 
It had the brand name in 
the early days of Lyocell 
and is also known as 
a type of rayon. It's 
more expensive 
to produce than 
cotton, but it has 
the advantage 
of being very 
absorbent and 
thus holding onto 
dyes to give very 
bright colours. 

When used in 
the yarn industry, 
tencel is often blended 
with other fibres to give 
them more colour stability 
and add softness. Those who like 
to knit environmentally friendly yarns 
will like tencel because there is very little waste, it's 
biodegradable and it can be 1 00% organic. 

Reviews state that this yarn has the feel of 
silk, making it ideal for lightweight jumpers and 
cardigans, and 
baby clothes.

Row 27: K2, *k2, k2tog, yo, k2, k2tog, yo, k1 , yo, ssk, 
k2, yo, ssk, k1 ; rep from * 4 times more, k3. 

Row 29: K2, *k1 , k2tog, yo, k2, k2tog, yo, k3, yo, ssk, 
k2, yo, ssk; rep from * 4 times more, k3.

Row 2: K3, p2, (k2, p2) 1 4 times, k3. 

Row 3: K3, (k2, p2, ssk, yo, p2) 7 times, k5. 

Row 4: As Row 2. 

Rep Rows 1-4 for pattern. 



PATTERN NOTES 

When the stitch after a YO is a purl, take yarn 
to front of work then wrap it around right 
needle again from front to back to form the 
yarn-over loop.

MITTENS

Cast on 50 sts using the cable cast on. 

Cuff row 1 (RS): K3, (k2, pi ) 1 4 times, k5.

Repeat last two rows 6 times more, then work 
Row 1 once more. 



Next row (WS): K3, (p2, k1, ml) to last 5 sts, p2, 
k3. (64 sts) 

Work Eyelet Rib Pattern from chart or written 
instructions until work measures 12.5cm/5in, 
ending after a RS row. 

Next row (WS): K3, (p2, k2tog) 14 times, p2, k3. 
50 sts 



Rep Cuff rows 1 -2 seven times more. 



Cast off loosely in pattern as set using an elastic 
cast off (see Pattern Notes). 



FINISHING 

Soak in warm water, gently squeeze out moisture 
and spread out flat until fully dry. 

Fold work with wrong sides together. 

Sew side seams using mattress stitch for 
approximately 3.75cm/1 V 2 in from top and 
bottom edges, leaving a gap between the 
seams for the thumb. 

Weave in ends.

Fair Trade Yarns 




D o you care about the 

origins of the products you 
buy? When you purchase 
items, either online or 
from a retail outlet, do 
you ever wonder where 
they originated from? What processes 
went into making them and by whom? 

Or whether you could produce the same 
material? I was very interested to learn 
more about the sources of yarn and 
other materials that produce many yarns 
the world over. We all know about the 
importation of goods but I, for one, am 
ashamed to admit I didn't realise the 
extent to which companies and nations 
go to enhance the lives of the indigenous 
populations creating such products. 

One family run British business - 
Artesano - plays its part in no small way. 
Launched in 2003, the aim was to form 
a company exporting indigenous goods 
from South America to the UK. In the 
early days the company focussed on arts 
and crafts and that quickly evolved to the 
sale of alpaca yarn from Bolivia and Peru. 
After nine years of trading, the company 
now sells yarns through over 700 outlets 
in 29 countries throughout the world. 




Tom Coomber of Artesano says: "Our 
focus is on quality products. We were 
fortunate enough to begin trading yarn 
with an alpaca content, which sets a high 
precedent. Our customers expect quality 
products from us. We find that hand 
knitters would prefer to work on smaller 
projects but to knit or crochet using a 
very good quality yarn. If we compromise 
on quality we will slowly lose our 
customers to competitors so the handle 
of the yarn is crucial to our success," 

SUPPORTING 
YARN MAKERS 

Artesano also aims to source products 
from sustainable and ethical resources. 
Tom added, "Manos del Uruguay was 
a great addition to our portfolio of 
products. Manos has fair trade in their 
DNA and their co-operative has provided 
jobs and social stability for women 
throughout Uruguay for over 40 years. 
Their hand-dyed yarns are a great seller 
for us and our ranges complement 
each other wonderfully. Manos is now 
recognised by theWFTO (World Fair 
Trade Organisation), which gives our 



customers confidence that the women 
who make the yarns are benefiting well 
from its sales. Each hank is signed by 
the co-operative, and the person who 
finished it. This is a very personal touch 
which brings the knitter closer to the 
person who makes the yarn." 

Tom visited Manos in November 
201 0 in Uruguay and visited one of 
the co-operatives in Fraile Muerto,"lt 
wasn't like a normal visit to a spinners' 
establishment; all of the members of the 
co-op had turned out to greet us at Bam. 
Roughly half of the year's production for 
this co-op came from the sales that we 
gathered in Europe, so about 40 people 
were gaining their income from our 
work. It made me very conscious of the 
importance of working with Manos and 
that it is not just another commodity. The 
people behind the yarn are so proud of 
their products and gain so much from 
their sale" 

Jenny, from Artesano, added, 
"Artesano is also now launching a 
British wool which is spun by Laxtons 
in Yorkshire. This is bringing back 
manufacturing and helping farmers 
in the UK - we are very pleased to be 
launching British yarns, which are very 




good quality and robust. This is a 
product for real knitters. Modern 
spinning techniques mean that we can 
produce a soft machine washable yarn. 
Our first chunky British wool is launched 
in September. 

"When we first started the company, 
we thought that pattern support was a 



simple process and to be honest we were 
rather naive. Good patterns are the key 
to success for a yarn company and we are 
working hard to improve our support all 
of the time. We produce some wonderful 
work and some that has not been to the 
highest standard, but we now think that 
everything we produce is good quality. 

It is important that our customers have 
faith that the patterns will work, so all of 
our designs are now tested and double 
tested to make sure they work. If there 
are issues, they are solved quickly. One 
thing that came to our attention last 
year was that, as yarn prices had risen so 
much in recent years, some of our earlier 




patterns were no longer affordable to our 
customers. They still wanted to buy the 
same yarns, but to use less of it and so 
perhaps the jumper or cardigan patterns 
were now out of many people's pocket. 

We undertook a large survey last year 
with over 1,500 respondents. This told 
us very accurately, how much people are 
willing to spend on accessories, jumpers 
or kids' clothes and also what people 
prefer to buy. Now we can produce 
patterns that are really popular. We have 
also started to offer our yarns as booklets, 
with several designs in one, which gives 
better value for money for our customers. 

"We choose yarns through a very long 
and slow process. A need is identified 
first, for example, our customers would 
like a sock yarn or a baby yarn. We then 
find out what price they would like to pay 
for a good quality product. Our suppliers 
are contacted and samples are arranged. 

We now work with groups of people to 
test our yarns and make sure they are a 
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likely to sell and have something new 
and interesting about them, which is 
why our lace is popular. It has excellent 
stitch definition and is soft, which is what 
lace knitters want. Once samples are 
chosen we re-test and then send them to 
designers for swatching before garments 
are made up for pattern support. It is very 
hard to get it right with yarns, and we 
have made a few mistakes along the 
way - our product development is 
now very strong and we are producing 
patterns that people really want to knit 
with. They are softer, longer and more 
versatile than ever." 

STAYING EXCITING 

People often ask the company how long 
they think the knitting craze will last. 
Jenny tells us, "The best answer is that it 
will last as long as yarn companies come 
up with products that keep the interest of 
knitters and we continue to make designs 
that excite and challenge our customers. 
Knitters love their craft and we love 
bringing out new products to keep 
them happy." 

It is great that, in these turbulent 
times, Artesano care about their suppliers 
and have a social as well as economic 
conscience. Their website provides 
a wealth of information on a variety 
of subjects - not least the availability 
of their yarns, free knitting patterns, 
stockists and, of course, Manos del 
Uruguay. It is easy to see that they care 
about the products they sell, the people 
the work with and, of course, the knitters 
of their products. They also welcome any 
feedback and suggestions, which will be 
carefully considered. 

Most of their wholesale knitting 
yarns and knitting wool is produced to 
standard weights, so a DK in their alpaca 
is the same as their new DK Sugarwash 
wool. Hummingbird DK or Manos Del 
Uruguay's fair trade silk blend. This is 
ideal for substituting yarns as a different 
yarn of the same weight can confidently 
be used in any of the supporting knitting 
patterns.

WHO ARE THEY? 

Uruguay is far below many industrialised 
countries but close to other Latin 
American Countries. As the second 
smallest country in South America 
after Suriname, its population is 
about 3.3 million people. The legal 
minimum age for marriage is only 1 2 
years old for women and 1 4 years old 
for men. Consequently, early marriage 
remains quite common. The economy 
is based principally on agriculture 
while Uruguayan women participate 
in traditional sectors of the economy 
and in business initiatives. Few women 
manage their own businesses, and far 
fewer women than men have secure jobs. 
Unemployment among women is double 
the rate for men, but many more women 
are now joining the labour market. 

Manos del Uruguay is a non-profit 
organisation, owned by rural women 
in Uruguay. The name means'Hands 
of Uruguay'and those hands are 
fundamental in the primary work of the 
organisation, simultaneously providing 
economic opportunities for those women 
in its countryside. It enables families to 
stay together in their villages, rather than 
migrating to the main cities that have a 
poorer quality of life. 

Manos del Uruguay is committed to 
the safe-keeping of the environment, 
which is reflected in the use of luxurious 
natural fibres as pure wool, silk and 
merino, sourced in South America. They 
enforce the rational use of water and 




other resources and avoid using harmful 
chemicals during the dyeing process. 

All the Manos yarns are hand dyed and 
therefore do not have dye lots. Each 
skein is different. If there is a difference 
between skeins, it is recommended to 
knit two rows from one skein and two 
rows from another skein to give an 
overall blended effect. 

Over 240 craftswomen have gathered 
from 1 9 municipalities to join the 
organisation which is working with 13 
co-operatives. They use wool yarns for 
the garments which are designed and 
knitted mainly for the local market. They 
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are also made for renowned international 
brand-name clothes - they produce and 
supply hand-spun, hand-dyed yarns 
and wools to customers throughout the 
world, including Ralph Lauren, Benetton, 
DKNY and many more. 

THEIR ETHOS 

Manos has insisted in enhancing the 
women's role in their society for over 40 
years, which not only provides them with 
this economic independence but also 
gives them opportunities for personal 
growth. In fact, when you purchase 
Manos' yarns, you know exactly who is 
benefiting from the sale as the person 
who dyed it has also signed the label. 

Their trademark is the colours they 
use, produced by patient kettle dyeing in 
small pots using precise colour recipes. 



THE KETTLE DYEING 
PROCESS 

Kettle dyeing is a very quick and easy 
way of dying fibre and yarn and there 
are various ways of doing this. If you 
are tempted to have a go, here is one 
method to get you started. In order to 
do this, you use either glass, enamel 
or stainless steel pots for the process; 
avoiding aluminium, as this can have 
a chemical reaction with the acid and 
change the dye colours. You can use 
vinegar or citric acid for the acid and 
you'll need jars or bottles, also water and 
a wooden spoon for dye mixing. 

It is highly recommended that a fine 
particle dust mask is used while handling 
powdered form dyes. You should mix 
the dyes whilst the fibres are soaked in 
water and the acid. Add powdered dye 




to the jars and mix with a cup of very hot 
water. Fill the remainder of the jar with 
cold water once the dye is completely 
dissolved. A strainer can be used if you 
cannot dissolve it all. 

The dye is then ready to be added 
to the yarn, pouring it in from your jar. 

You should make sure it is completely 
saturated by leaving it to soak, squeezing 
to get out as much air as you can. There 
should be no water sitting on top of the 
fibre anywhere. Place it in the oven or on 
the cooker at a high setting. It can take 
from 25 minutes to 2 hours, depending 
on what you use. You'll know it is done 
when the dye is exhausted and the water 
is almost clear. After cooling it down 
where it is, rinse the yarn, wash it, roll it 
up in a towel to remove the extra water, 
then hang it up to dry. Patience is a virtue 
and it should be well worth the wait 
when you see the final product. 

The women of Manos del Uruguay 
use the process of kettle dyeing to create 
the subtle nuances in their striated 
colours as well as the fantastic shading of 
the space dyed. 

In December 201 1 Manos Del 
Uruguay's online shop went into 
operation, the debut collection includes 
hand-knitted products in different 
colours. It sells a beautiful collection of 
scarves, hats and ponchos in a traditional 
Uruguayan style, made of a combination 
of silk, wool and extra-fine merino wool. 

Manos del Uruguay is now the only 
yarn producer in the world to be officially 
recognised by the World Fair Trade 
Organisation. The sale of every hank of 
yarn benefits the person who made it 
and the communities they live in.

The WFTO (World Fair Trade 
Organization) is the global representative 
body of over 350 organisations in 70 
countries committed to 100% Fair 
Trade. It enhances the lives of 1 1 0 
million farmers, artisans and retailers, 
representing $2.2 billion in FairTrade 
sales. A third of the world's population 
live on less than two dollars a day - Fair 
Trade attempts to benefit the most 
vulnerable and provide opportunities for 
a sustainable livelihood. WFTO members 
are organisations differentiated by their 
100% FairTrade commitment to eradicate 
poverty through sustainable economic 
development, pioneering social and 
environmental policy and practice and 
continual reinvestment in marginalised 
artisans, farmers and producer 
communities in some of the most fragile 
places on earth; practices that Manos del 
Uruguay has been applying for 40 years. 

FAIRTRADE PRINCIPLES 

Supporters of the WFTO and the Fair 
Trade movement promote a wide variety 
of causes. The WFTO has ten principles 
of Fair Trade. There is a pricing structure 
to ensure payment at a fair price, but 
these are used as a minimum rather 
than a set fee, and gender is not taken 
into account meaning that there is 
no discrimination between men and 
women as is so often the case. Gender 
equality is another important principle 
to the WFTO. Child and forced labour 
are also closely monitored - the WFTO 
ensure that producers comply with 
the UN Convention on Rights of the 





Child as well as local legislation. If any 
children are involved in production, 
it will be disclosed, even if the child 
is learning a traditional craft. Respect 
for the environment is important and 
production is designed to minimise 
the impact by using local materials, 
renewable energy, biodegradable 
packaging and transporting by sea 
where possible. 

MANOS AND THE WFTO 

These principles sit well with the goal 
that Manos has been pursuing from 
its foundation, making it possible for 
craftswomen to settle permanently in the 
localities where they live, thus preventing 
rural population drift and increase the 
value of the role of women and their 
inclusion in a country project. 

Manos del Uruguay was admitted as a 
full member of WFTO in 2009, after a long 
and exhaustive evaluation process. This 
achievement acknowledges the Manos 
del Uruguay mission of eradicating 
poverty through sustainable economic 
growth, enabling craftspeople to improve 
the quality of their craft products, so 
that, in this way, they can continue their 
personal development. 

Some businesses that began as a 
means for a few individuals to make 
a living have blossomed in FairTrade 
organisations that expose the local 
culture to the world. As an organisation 
hires more local artisans, their cultural 
identity soon becomes the framework for 
the products, culminating in indigenous 
producers becoming known to everyone 
who purchases their products. The WFTO 
advocates the necessity to become 
more accepting and welcoming to other 
cultures as media, transportation and 
communication all advance, stating 
if there is hope for further advances 



tomorrow, 
acceptance must 
be the driving force 
today. As such, 
FairTrade is a key 
player in this effort. 

Uruguay, the 
long-overlooked 
South American nation, is finally 
emerging from the shadows of its 
neighbours. Uruguay's average annual 
growth of six per cent from 2007 to 201 1 
surpassed that of Brazil, Columbia and 
Peru, South America's heavyweights. 

Its growth forecast for this year also 
leads that group. Its economy is praised, 
particularly in contrast to Argentina.

The process involves twisting stitches to make a 
textured design that appears to travel over the 
surface of the work. 

Row1(WS):K2, p5. 

Row 2: P2, k2tog but do not slip the sts off the 
needle, knit into the first st of the k2tog again, k1, p2. 
Row 3: K2, p3, k2. 

Row 4: P2, k1, k2tog but do not slip the sts off the 
needle, K into the first st of the k2tog again, p2. 




PATTERN NOTES 

Keep the Barley Twist pattern correct as you 
decrease, remembering that it will not always be 
possible to twist the stitches as you decrease them. 
Do not worry when this happens: either knit or purl 
the stitch, then continue in pattern. 



Please note that the yarn used in the original sample 
has since been discontinued. We have suggested 
some yarn alternatives - but recommend working a 
sample swatch before commencing the project. 

BACK 

Using 3.25mm (US 3) needles cast on 
1 22 sts.

Work 5 rows without shaping. 

Next 2 rows (sleeve top): Cast off 4 sts at the beg, 
work to end. 

Next 1 1 rows: Dec 1 st at each end of row. 

(70 sts) 

Next and foil 1 7 alt rows: Dec 1 st at each end of 
row. (36 sts) 

Next 5 rows: Dec 1 st at each end of row. (26 sts) 
Cast off in patt. 

Block all the pieces and stretch them slightly. 

Spray lightly and leave to dry thoroughly. 

Do not press your work as this will flatten the 
texture. 

BORDERS 

Any of these edgings can be used to finish the 
sweater shown.

Cast on 5 sts.

Row 2: K. 

Row 3: K3, yo, k2tog, yo, k1 . 

Row 4: K. 

Row 5: K4, yo, k2tog, yo, k1 . 

Row 6: K. 

Row 7: K5, yo, k2tog, yo, k1 . 

Row 8: K. 




Row 9: K. 

Row 1 0: cast off 4 sts, work to end. 

Rep these rows until required length is reached, 
ending on a 1 0th row. Cast off. Sew to garment. 

Garter Wave Edging 

Cast on 7 sts. 

Row 1 : K2, yrn, k2tog, yrn, k to end. 

Row 2: K. 

Rows 3-1 5: Rep Rows 1 & 2, 6 more times. 

Next row: Rep Row 1 . 

Row 1 6: Cast off 8 sts, k to end. 

Rep these rows until the required length is reached, 
ending on a 16th row. 

Cast off and finish as for Diane's border. 




Simple filigree lace 

This open, lacy pattern is another attractive 
alternative trim. 

It is slightly more complicated than the other 
examples because it features a stitch known as Y02. 
This means that you must take the yarn over (or 
round) the needle twice before working the next 
stitch. You may also see this instruction written as 
YRN2orYRN (twice). 

To work the pattern, cast on 6 stitches and repeat 
the 4 pattern rows to the length required. Cast off 
and follow the instructions below to sew on. 

Cast on 6 stitches. 

Row 1 : K1 , k2tog, yo, k2, Y02, k1 . 

Row 2: K1, knit into the front, then the back of the 
Y02 from the row below, k2tog, yo, k3. 
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Row 3: K1 , k2tog, yo, k5. 

Row 4: Cast off 2 sts, k2tog, yo, 33. 

Choose a lace border pattern from the three 
included in this section. 

The garment shown is finished with Diane's border. 
Using 3mm (US D/i) needles, work a piece long 
enough for the lower edge of the sweater, 
stretching slightly, and finishing on the last row of 
the relevant border pattern. Do the same for each 
of the sleeves. 

Work another section of border for the neckline, 
noting that the finished border will stand up all 
round the neckline. 



Sewing on the border 

Always join the border on a seam, as it will give a 
neater finish. 

Stretch the border evenly and pin in place. 

Ease into place if necessary, especially round the 
neckline shaping. 

Slip stitch the edge of the border neatly in place, 
taking care not to pull the yarn too tightly as you 
sew. 

Weave in ends. 

Block.

Knitters help our feline friends with Cats Protection charity

S ounded in 1927, Cats 
Protection is the UK's 
leading feline welfare 
charity. Its goal is a world 
where every cat is treated with 
kindness and an understanding. 
With the help of generous 
knitters, many cats in one part 
of the UK have been sensitively 
and comfortably rehomed. 

Christina Osborne has 
been co-ordinating the Mid- 
Warwickshire Cats Protection 
branch for nearly ten years. 
When she started there, she was 
delighted to discover a group 
of ladies that regularly knit 
blankets for the cats. Christina 
has continually encouraged 
this activity, and knitting for the 
cats has become something of a 
tradition in the area. 

The charity operates 
through the goodwill of 
its many volunteers, and is 
funded solely through the 
patronage and efforts of 
enthusiastic members of the 
public. Fundraising comes 




from craft fairs and coffee 
mornings to major events such 
as a sponsored Three Peaks 
Challenge. Cats Protection helps 
more than 230,000 cats and 
kittens every year through its 
network of over 250 volunteer- 
run branches, 29 adoption 
centres and its homing centre. 

SCENT OF COMFORT 

The knitted blankets are given 
to the cats when they're homed 
with fosterers in temporary 'cat 
sheds' . The blankets pick up the 
scent of the cats and their shed, 
and act as a type of comforter 
when they are rehomed. "I 
suppose it is a bit like a child 
having a comfort blanket," 
Christina told us. 

Cats and kittens are very 
tuned into their own scent and, 
when they are moved to a new 
environment, they find it all a 
bit scary! "We tell the adopter 
not to wash to blanket for a 
while until the cat or kitten has 
settled," Christina continues. 



The Mid-Warwickshire 
branch rehomes over 400 cats 
and kittens each year, and 
receives around 250 blankets 
- Christina estimates they've 
been given several thousand 
blankets over the life of the 
scheme. There is core of four 
regular knitters, and often 
blankets or wool are donated to 
the Cats Protection charity shop 
in Leamington Spa, or left as 
donations in the food bins it has 
in local supermarkets. 

The knitters often spend 
their valuable time and 
resources creating the blankets 
out of their love for cats, and 
the sense of wellbeing they 
experience in helping them 
settle into their new 'forever' 
homes. They also enjoy the 
freedom to knit without 
following complex patterns, 
and planning the colours 
and patterns themselves - 
cats make for very grateful 
recipients, no matter what the 
finished item looks like! BB
